than $2,500, Of these loans the Do-, 
minion will lend 25 per cent and pri | 
vate lending companies 75 per cent. 
As in the 1935 act the rate on 
loans will be 5 per cent, The Dominion 
will guarantee private lending com 
panies against losses on their pooled | 
loans of 90 per cent up to 25 per cent 
and on the pooled loans of 80 per 
cent up to 20 per cent, The Dominion 
will also make certain allowances to 
companies on loans made in remote 
districts. In the case of houses cost- 
ing less than $4,000, the Dominion 
will pay all the first year municipal 
and school taxes (local improvement 
taxes not being included), for the sec- 
ond year it will pay 50 per cent of 
these taxes and for the tthird 25 per 
cent. These tax payments it is esl 
mated may amount to about 5 million 
dollars. 

This 100 million dollar national 
housing scheme was called by the 
minister of finance who is its spon- 
sor, a “challenge” to the building in- 
dustry, If the aim of this measure is 
achieved, it may well prove one of 
the most important pieces of legisla- 
tion passed in the present session; 
it may indeed be a landmark in the 
struggle against unemployment and 
for economic rehabilitation, But to 
gain its end it needs more than the 
approval of parliament. As the minis- 
ter stated in the house it needs the 
wholehearted cooperation of provin- 
ces and municipalities, of the build- 
ing industry, and of instituttions to 
whom the people have entrusted their 
savings. It needs also the cooperation 
of the people of Canada. 

With this housing scheme coupled 
with the 30 million dollar loan plan 
for self liquidating projects in munic- 
ipalities and the various projects cov- 
ered in supplementary estimates, the 
unemployment relief measures of the 
present session are probably pretty 
well rounded out, The unemployment 
insurance measure cannot be put 
through this session, as some prov- 
inces still hestitate about giving the 
Dominion the constitutional power to 
pass the legislation. This form of 
social legislation, which has been in 
force in Britain for a generation, will 
have to remain a dead letter until the 
provinces agree to the needed consti- 
tutiona) amndment. The principles on
